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Senate OK’s major retorm

Although spring seems far 
away, Senators quickly passed a 
proposal before the holiday 
recess to amend SAC election 
procedure in time for next 
semester's voting. 

Because of the new action, 
ballots are to be mailed out to 
all ASB members for the 1975 
spring election of the ASSAC 
president, vice president and 
Senate. This new method of 
voting is to be used on a trial 
basis for one semester to see if it 
will generate any more interest 
in the student elections than 
there has been in the past. 

Senator Karen Furnell, said 
she felt students probably don’t 
vote at school because there is 
not enough time. She explained, 
“There is only ten minutes 
between classes, so the bill will 
give people ample time. We're 
also thinking of having the 
pictures and platforms of 
candidates on the ballot.” 

Senator Hal Lentz, author of 
the bill, said he hoped the new 
system ‘‘would show members 
of the student body that we do 
care that they get out and vote.” 

Jim Wiencek, ASSAC 
president, will appoint an 
election committee which will 
decide the best procedure for 
tabulation. Mailing out the 


New auto insurance law 


to affect state’s drivers 


Buckle your seat belt, and 
tighten your belt buckle, the 
stiff new automobile insurance 
laws take effect on January 1, 
1975. California motorists 
driving without liability coverage 
face penalties ranging from $100 
fines to loss of their licenses. 

The state’s first compulsory 
auto insurance law, which the 
legislature passed without 
fanfare last session, is designed 
to protect everyone from the 
‘financially irresponsible’ 
driver. 

According to statistics 
prepared by the California 
Department of Motor Vehicles, 
at least one in every five drivers 
(2.6 million) possesses no 
liability insurance and would be 
unable to compensate victims in 
the event of an accident. 

Under the new law the 
minimum liability policy 
requires bodily injury coverage 
of $15,000 and property damage 
coverage of $5,000. 

Violators can be cited for 
driving without the required 
coverage. Uninsured owners who 
allow their cars to be driven by 
‘others can also be cited. 

The statute provides fines of 
up to $100 per violation, and 
drivers could be required to file 


proof of coverage for an 
indefinite period. 
The law also requires 


suspension of the drivers license 
of any person involved in an 


accident who does not file an 
accident report with the DMV. 

Motorists failing to report will 
lose their license regardless of 
fault. The privilege will not be 
restored until the motorist files 
proof of future insurance 
coverage. 

According to the DMV report, 
enforcement of the new law is 
the only problem. Persons going 
to court for traffic violations 


may be required to show 
evidence of insurance to the 
judge. 


However, there is no provision 
in the law that would require 
anyone to Carry proof of 
insurance in their vehicle. 

According to Tony Mazzone, 
administration of justice 
instructor at SAC, “I feel this 
law will make more people 
behind the wheel aware of the 
financial responsibilities. As a 
motorcycle traffic officer in Los 
Angeles for many years, | issued 
over 25,000 moving violations 
and never asked a driver if he 


had insurance coverage. It 
` should help the other drivers and 
pedestrians involved in 


accidents, because they can be 
reasonably certain of liability 
coverage.” 

From an insurance agents 
point of view, Larry Gundrum, 
SAC insurance instructor, 
commented, “In the past if a 
driver was involved in an 
accident, but was not at fault, he 


may have been able to slip by 
without any repercussions. But 
now he will be required to get 
insurance or face losing his 
license. If the driver at fault does 
not have insurance, he may be 
assessed for injuries to the victim 
from his savings account or 
personal possessions.” 

The new California law is not 
as stringent as the system in 
some states. Many Eastern states 
require proof of insurance 
before issuing license plates or 
registrations. However, studies in 
New York have indicated that 
the administrative cost factor is 
eight times higher under this 
system. The excessive cost is one 
major reason California did not 
adopt this method. 

Gundrum said, “This law is 
good because it will compel all 
drivers to get insurance coverage. 
But the inflationary cost of 
insurance is rising to the point 
that it may become prohibitive 


for the young college 
motorists.” 

The policy rate for Allstate 
Insurance Company was 


estimated to rise by at least 10 
per cent this coming year. Other 
insurance agencies are expected 


to follow suit almost 
immediately. 
No-fault insurance is still a 


future possibility in this state, 
but until it is instituted, this new 
law will make most drivers 
become financially responsible. 


ballots to ASB members is 
scheduled for Feb. 3, and they 
will be returned some time the 
following week. 

Although the legislation 
passed with a sizable majority, 
dissenting Senators voiced strong 
opposition to the bill. Senator 
Steve Craig felt that it would be 
very easy to buy ballots if they 
were mailed out. He proposed 


that an amendment was 
necessary to only send out 
sample ballots to avoid the 


possibility of illegal activity. 
Paul Quinn, commissioner of 
communications pointed out 


in ASB balloting procedure 


that it would be very difficult to 
purchase a significant number of 
votes because the 2,400 ASB 


members would have to be 
located and no one has access to 
the list. 

Quinn alleviated another 


argument against the bill which 
was the cost factor. He said the 
expense to the ASSAC budget 
would only amount to about 
$30. 

Greg Winslow reminded the 
Senators that the proposal is 
only for a trial basis to 
determine the value of the new 
procedure. 


Local colleges discuss 
semester change plan

During the past few years 
several community colleges 
across the state have opted for a 
school calendar other than the 
traditional one, and many more, 
including SAC, are considering 
the move. 

A check of the colleges 
around the state shows that 17 
use an alternate calendar. And 
today there is “more interest 
than there ever has been to end 
the fall semester before 
Christmas,” according to Dr. 
Richard Sneed, vice president of 
Academic Affairs. 


Representatives from SAC 
and other local colleges met 
informally on Dec. 12, at 


Saddleback College, to discuss 
the possibility of adopting the 
‘*early semester” on a 
county-wide basis. 

An “early semester” begins in 
the third week of August and 
ends about a week before 
Christmas. The spring semester 
starts at the usual time, although 
some schools have moved the 
day classes begin, forward to 
mid-January. 


Jim Wiencek, ASSAC 
president, attended the Dec. 12 
meeting and liked what he 


heard: “Any system that ends 


the semester before Christmas 
vacation is fantastic.” 

Along with Wiencek, 
President John E. Johnson, Lee 
Ford (president of the Faculty 


Senate), and Dr. Sneed 
represented SAC at the 
conference. Although nothing 


concrete was decided upon, both 
Dr. Sneed and Wiencek feel that 
further talks among local schools 
will be held and eventually an 
agreement will be reached. 

The county colleges want a 
consensus on the matter, Dr. 
Sneed revealed, because the 
schools fear they will have 
hundreds of transfer requests if 
they “go it alone” on the 
calendar change. 

However, Grossmont College, 
which is in close proximity to 
three other community colleges 
that still employ the traditional 
calendar, had an increase in 
enrollment this year, according 
to Vice President Harrison Hall 

The whole matter would be 
simplified, Dr. Sneed believes, if 
the community colleges: were on 
equal footing with the state 
colleges. By law community 
colleges must have 175 school 
days a year. State colleges need 
only 145 days; their fall 
semester began on Sept. 3 and 
ends today.

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Grade ‘A’ scholars may fail

Worried about that last 
English or algebra test that you 
just flunked? Losing sleep over 
semester exams that are a little 
over a month away? 


Forget them! They don't 
matter! 
Tests and grades are not 


important for success in future 
years, according to findings by 
the American College Testing 
Program (ACTP). X 

The ACTP study revealed that 
“being on the honor roll ir 
school does not correlate with 
later-life achievements.” The 
survey showed that good college 
grades were insignificant in such 
occupations -as scientific 
research, engineering, teaching, 
business and medicine. 


These results seem to 
challenge the very essence of 
present educational practice. In 
light of the ACTP study, perhaps 
it is time to examine the validity 
of administering tests and grades

to measure ability and 
knowledge. 

With such a heavy emphasis 
on academic achievement, 
learning today seems to have 
been reduced to a “cram today - 
forget it tomorrow’’ process. A 
test is supposed to determine 
what the student has learned, 
but how can a 50 question exam 
accurately evaluate the insight 
and awareness a person may 


have gleaned about the subject? 


A grade at the end of a course 
is also a poor indication of what 
a student may have gained from 
the material. A letter 
determination totally ignores 
qualities of leadership, greater 
self-confidence or a desire to 
further explore the field that 
may result from the class. 


Special skills and talents have 
been shoved into the 
background of our educational 
system in favor of high scores in 
many areas. Small wonder that 
students who possess attributes 
needed to excel in a certain field 


are discouraged by the stress on 
wide-spread knowledge. 

Maybe part of the problem 
stems from the fact that 
students really have very little 
choice in what classes they want 
to take. There are so many 
required subjects -- the first two 
years of college are littered with 
classes that may seem 
extraneous to a student’s goals. 

The fact remains: A person 
will only learn what he wants to 
learn. Perhaps there should be 
more concentration on practical, 
applicable learning related to a 
person’s future plans than the 
present system employs. The 
researchers and doctors of 
tomorrow would receive much ~ 
more knowledge from an 
on-the-job oriented course than 
every general requirement in the 
world. 


The ACTP results are 
documented; now it is up to 
administrators, teachers and 


students to find a way to make 
the time and effort spent at 
college relevant.
